INTOFRENCH PORT. 
SALUTING. FLAG 


Crowd Silent in Awe on Quay 
and Hats Are Removed at 
Strains of ‘VAsheslea.” 


Bv Associated Press. 

A FRENCH PORT, Wednesday, June 
27 (Delayed by censor).--Only a few 
hours after the arrival of the Americail 
expeditiona”:’ force at this port the men 
were establisned in their camp. By noon 
order had heen brought out of chaos. 
The troops, after-mess, began the work 
of putting ineir camp in order, a task 
which they accomplished with the aid of 
a few scor? of amazed and seemingly 
paralyzed German prisoners, most of 
whom refused to believe Americans 
actually had arrived to fight their coun- 
trymen. 

The General commanding the troops 
remained aboard his transport until the 
middle of the morning and then pro- 
ceeded to his makeshift quarters in the 
camp occupied by his men. He estab- 
lished headquarters for the time being 
in a great wooden shack constructed 
long before for other troops. He and 
his staff sat down to genuine American 
luncheon, to which the General invited 
the correspondents. The rustic inhabi- 
tants peered in from the nearby road 
while the party ate. 

Admiral Tells of Voyage. 

The Admiral in command of the 
American transports and their escorts, 
after disposing of the first rush of 
routine business aboard his flagship, re- 
ceived the correspondents and gave them 
a description of the voyage. He said it 
was broken only by incidents which al- 
ready had been cabled to Washington, 
and which he desired to be given out 
there, if at all. His officers and thea 
army officers were almost boyishly jubi- 
lant that no submarines had succeeded 
in harming any of the transports. 

The first American transports to reach 
port arrived in the night and because of 
the late hour and unexpected selection 
of this town as the scene of the historic 
debarkation, they were seen by few. In 
the early dawn the rermaining vessels 
could be seen nearly a mile down the 
harbor, preceded by a battleship and 
surrounded by destroyers. The wind 
shifted and when the American flag be- 
came visible, whipping in the breeze, a 
great cry of welcome went up from the 
waiting crowds. 

When the vessels neared the quay bu- 
gies sounded and the soldiers and sailors, 
who had been leaning along the rails 
in such numbers'that the ships careened 
slightly, turned sharply toward the stern 
and saluted the flag. The crowd stood 
silerit as though in’ awe. Hats 
were removed while. the strains of 
‘“America”™ peeled out. The people 
joined in another tremendous chorus of 
welcome at the conclusion of the salute. 

Camp Two Miles From Town. 

Ry the time the troops were in the 
streets the town was ablaze with colors. 
By companies soldiers started for the 
camp, two miles from town, where they 
are to remain for the present in train- 
ing 

The people cheered each passing com- 
pany, even each van and truck, and 
then, in their enthusiasm, forgetful of 
the heat, turned toward the camp. They 
were eager not to miss the slightest de- 
tail of the encampment of the Ameri- 
cans they had heard so much about. but 
never had hoped to see 

There was an unusual sight in the har- 
bor after the last of the Amertcan ships 
arrived Boats flashed back and forth 
with officers from the flagship on visits 
tu the smaller vessels Signals were 
wigwagged from ship to ship. As rapid- 
ly as could be the news was spread that 
not a single vessel had fallen victim 
tu the dreaded submarines, and that 
American troops, so eagerly awaited, 
were actually in France, ready and anx- 
fous to take up the fieht

Purpose of Chinese Military Party Is 
to Establish Constitutional Monarchy. 

LONDON, July 2.—Reuter’s Pekin cor- 
respondent, telegraphing regarding. the 
movement to restore the monarchy with 
the Manchu, ‘Hsuan Tung, as Emperor, 
Says that while it was known the res- 
toration erterprise was on foot, it was 
believed a coup d’etat would not be at- 
tempted immediately. 

“The suddenness of the event catised

first indication of the importance of the 
affair in progress was the increased 
number of troops in the streets and the 
Placing of strong guards, mainly of Gen.

entirg military forces in Pekin and a 

Majority of the Northern provinces.” 

Another Reuter’s limited dispatch 
from Peking says that Hsuan Tung 
issued a mandate Saturday morning 
announcing his succession to the throne 
of China. He is 13 years old. 

Gen. Chang Hsun was the military 
Governor of Anhwei Province, has taken 
& prominent part in the recent internal 
troubles in China and a dispatch from 
Pekin June 18 said that he had assumed 
the power of dictator. At that time it 
Was reported that President Li Yuan 
Hung was virtually a prisoner and that 
friends of the President were not per- 
mitted to enter the palace. 

Gen. Chang Hsun is reputed to be the 
strongest of the military Governors of 
China, and there have been various re- 
ports in the.last year or two that he 
would make an attempt to reinstate the 
Manchu dynasty. A dispatch from Pe- 
kin June 25 reported that all the prov- 
inces which declared their independence 
of the Government of Li Yuan Hung in 
May and June had censed their war- 
like preparations. At that time it waz 
reported that Gen. Chang Hsun had ex- 
pressed the hope that a settlement of 
the crisis in China would be reached.

MAIMED FRENCH 
- SOLDIERS RECEIVE 
GEN. PERSHING 


Touching Scenes When Com- 
mander Visits Institution for 
Aid of Wounded. 


By LINCOLN EYRE

PARIS, July 4.-Paris was  over- 
whelmed with joy at the first published 
announcements that all of the first con- 
tingent of United States troops had land- 
ed safely in France. The announcement 
Was permitted Saturday night. It was 
not long, either, until the city got a 
sight of American sailors, marines, and 
even a few regulars—soldiers assigned 
tu duty with various officers who have 
come immediately to Paris from the port 
of landing.

The fraternization of the Americans 
with the English, Canadians, Australi- 
ans and French is remarkable, and the 
new arrivals are being received every- 
where with open arms and open hearts. 
For the last month nearly all the British 
troops not having near relatives in the 
british Islés have been coming to Paris 
on leave, and so the newly landed 
Americans find plenty of comrades able 
te speak their common language. 

French Give Warm Welcome. 

The Yankees warmed up particularly 
to the Canadians, among whom are 
many Americans, but the greatest sur- 
prise came at the way the French of- 
ficers and poilus fraternize with’ their 
new allies. The warmest feeling exists 
Letween the French and British soldiers 
and officers, of course, but when they 
first met three years ago as allies they 
were too busy fighting for their lives to 
spend much time in friendly intercourse. 

The Americans, however, are landing 
just at the time when the allies have 
the Germans ‘“‘on the hip” and the 
French are throwing off their clannish- 
ness to welcome the Yankee tars and 
marines affectionately. 

Another factor is that after three 
years’ contact with the British nearly 
every French person knows a few words 
of English—‘‘hello,’"’ “‘cheero,” ‘‘good 
luck,”’ and similar expressions—and they 
are using them over-time on the Amer- 
icans. 

The appearance of American naval of- 
ficers in white duck summer uniforms 
in the smart Paris restaurants causes 
fasps of astonished delight, especially 
among the fair Parisiennes. 

One of the most touching incidents 
connected with the arrival of the repre- 
sentatives of.the American army oc- 
curred yesterday when maimed French 
soldiers received Major-General Per- 
shimg at one of the institutions of the 
National Federation for the aid of the 
wounded in the Champs Elysees. A 
large crowd assembled, as is usual 
wherever Gen. Pershing is expected, 
and waited patiently in a downpour of 
rain for the arrival of the American 
commander, who was greeted with er- 
thusiastic cries of ‘‘Long live the Unit- 
ed States! Long live Gen. Pershinz!”’ 

American Ambassador Sharp, Walter 
Berry of the American Chamber of 
Commerce in Paris, Matrice Barres. 
president of the League of Patriots, 
and Louis Barthou, former Premier, 
were among those present. When Ger, 
Pershing -entered the room, one of the 
maimed French heroes limped forward 
ato Salute him in the name of his com- 
rades., The wounded private said: 
“Though wounded, our souls still vi- 
brate with the ardor of combat. We 
Salute, in the person of the illustrious 
Gen. Pershing, President Wilson and 
the noble American people.” 

M. Barres said the General's visit was 
syfmnbolic, as ‘“‘through him America sa- 
lutes our mutilated and she is going to 
decide the coming victory, won’ in tbe 
first instance by our herces,”’ 

Former Premier  Barthou 
homage to the first American troops 
reaching French soil, saying in address- 
ing the. soldiers: “The landing has 
great significance.

|W. H. MOODY, FORMER JUSTICE 
OF U. S. SUPREME COURT, DIES 


Expires at Home of Sister in Haver- 
hill, Mass.—Had Been Invalid 
for Months. 

HAVERHILL, Mass., July 2.—William 
H. Moody, former Associate Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court, died 
at his home here at 1 a. m. today. His 
sister, with whom he lived, was at his 
bedside. 

For many months aie disease that 
caused a hardening of the jeints made 
Judge Moody a helpless invalid, bt 
he retained almost to the end the keen- 
ness of mind that made him one of 
the prominent figures in the public life 
of his country. 

Illness forced .Moody's retirement aa 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States in 1910, at the com- 
paratively early age of 57 years. Ardu- 
ous service, notably as head of the De-, 
partment Justice during the anti- 
trust campaign of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, and then four years on 
the Supreme Court beneh, during which 
he waS remarkably active, resulted in 
a nervous collapse which, with a severe 
attack of rheumatism, developed a 
prolonged illness.

Many men and women were said to 
have jhad a part in furnishing supplies 
tc the U-boats, but most of them were 
given to understand they were American 
submarines. The crews never came 
ashore and the boats flew no flags. 

. Supplies Carried in Dories. 

Some of the men who engineered the 
scheme rowed out to the vessels in 
fishing dories with their supplies. Al- 
mogt invariably the submarines arrived 
after dark and disappeared before dawn 

Many of the largest vessels torpedoed 
have been sent to their doom off Tory 
Island since the middle of April. The 
island is on the lane of steamships en- 
tering and leaving the North Channel 
between Ireland and Scotland. This 
channel has been used recently by many 
vessels going into the open Atlantic in- 
stead of the route down the Irish Sea 
around to the south of Ireland. It was 
figured that the vessels would have far 
less distance to travel in submarine wa- 
ters than in the Irish Sea. 

The toll of vessels off the north coast 
of Ireland has been large lately and 
time and again steamships have been 
sent into Lough Swilly and Lough Bovle 
upon the report of U-boats being sight- 
ed, to remain there for days. 
‘Many have been sunk shortly after they 
left here ‘upon receiving word that the 
coast was clear. Many have been 
4aught by their hulls being outlined in 
the moonlight and others when they 
were in a silhouette of the setting sun. 

Discovery by Patrol Boats. 

Small patrol boats were sent into al! 
the small bays to ascertain if there was 
a submarine basein any of them. After 
several days’ search, it was learned that 
the boats had been to Tory Island and a 
Summary questioning of the inhabitants 
resulted in the rounding up of the guilty 
six, 

There ts a lighthouse on the northwest 
side of Tory [sland and the deep water 
between there ard the mainland is 
known as Tory Sound. The 300 inhab- 
itants of the island are chiefly fisher- 
men and kelp gatherers.

The inhabitants retain. many primi- 
tive customs of tenure and social rela- 
tionship.

IN RUSSIAN ORTHODOX CHURCH 


Members of Railroad Commission 
Welcomed at Services Which Were 
Without a Precedeft. 
PETROGRAD, July 2.—The American 
Railroad Commission, headed by John 
EF’. Stevens and the embassy staff, yes- 
terday enjoyed the unique distinction of 
being welcomed and receiving benedic- 
tion in the Russian Orthodox Church 
in a special service in Kazan Cathedral. 
A ceremony for foreigners of another 
faith is without precedent in the annals 

of the church. 

Archbishop Platon, heaa of the Rus- 
sian church in America, conducted the 
mass partly in English, and Father 
Viadimir Alexandroff, a well known 
Russian priest of San Francisco, 
preached a sermon in English.

Canadians Solve Mystery of How 
Attacking Force Disappeared 
Mysteriously. 


By Canadian Press Limited. 
CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS, in 
France, suly 2.—The drive south an.j 
west of Lens continues with unabated 
During the night our troops op- 
erating in the region east of Reservoir 
Hill, supported by a cannonade of great 


intensity, pushed forward 700 yards 
beyond the point reached Thursday. 
They encountered strong opposition an] 
were unable to maintain the extreme 
point of their advance. German counter 
attacks continued this morning. Fight- 
ing was proceeding amid the ruins of 
houses and the tront under a bombard- 
ment of heavy guns. The battle was 
really one in which valor of small 
groups of men using bombs and bayo- 
nets decided the issue. The British 
troops in this advance have maintained 
the finest traditions of the army. 

Where the Canadians are battling for- 
ward on the southwest the floods along 
the River Souchez resulting from the 
blockading of the channel with debris 
of blown-up bridges slightly retard the 
advance. Nevertheless, our patrols now 
are well into the upper part of Avion 
and in close contact with the enemy’s 
rear guard. 

Destruction Is Complete. 

In the lower end of Avion the de- 
struction wrought is indescribable. There 
is not a habitable house left in this for- 
merly populous suburbs of Lens and in 
some places the streets have been 49 
plowed up that it is difficult to trace 
where they had been. The enemy 
trenches, which were provided as usual 
with deep dugouts, are almost entirely 
obliterated and the entrances to the dug- 
outs have been blown in.

GERMANY IMPORTING ENOUGH 
FATS FOR ARMY, BRITISH SAY 


Figures on Exports of Holland and 
Scandinavian Countries Prepared 
for U. S. Embargo Basis. 
WASHINGTON, July 2.—Figures show- 
ing exportation to Germany from Ho!- 
land and Scandinavia of nearly a mil- 
lion and a half tons of foodstuffs dur- 
ing 1916, including enough fats to supply 
virtually the Kaiser’s whole fighting 
force, have been prepared by a force of 
British experts and will be submitted 
to the* Food Administrator. On these 
figures .will be largely based, it is un” 
derstood, the embargo restrictions or 
shipments to Scandinavia and Holland. 
According to the experts, they represent 
only the quantity of food positively 
known to have been sent over the Ger- 
man boundary and consequently can pe 
considered only as the minimum of food 
supplied the Germans during the year. 
“This amount of food,’ according to 
a statement by one of these experts, 
“is equal in fat to the ration of 7,700,000 
soldiers, practically the entire army of 
effectives in Germany. From the stand- 
point of calories these foodstuffs are 
equal to the total rations of 2,500,000 so}- 
diers, practically the German army in 

actual service on the west front.” 

That a vast exportation of dairy provr.. 
ucts, including cheese, milk and butter. 
has been going on over the Dutch and 
Scandinavian frontiers, owing to the de- 
pendence of those countries on Germany 
for domestic coal, has been. known in 
official circles here. Many of these 
foods are the product of materials im- 
ported from this country—dairy prod. 
ucts derived from cattle fed on Amer- 
ican oll cake and vegetables grown with 
the aid of American fertilizers.

- BROKEN UP BY RIOTING 


Uniformed Soldiers and Sailors 
Intercept and Fight With 
Socialist Marchers. 


BOSTON, July 2.—Riotous scenes yes- 
terday attended a Socialist parade an- 
nounced as a peace demonstration. 
The ranks of the marchers were 
broken up by self-organized squads 
of uniformed. soldiers and_ sailors. 
Red flags and banners bearing Social- 
istic mottoes were trampled. Police re- 
serves stopped ‘the rioting in an hour 
and a half. Many arrests were made. 
Federal agents. arrested a number of 
persons who were alleged to have made 


unpatriotic remarks. None of the sol- 


diers and sailors were arrested. 
The processién, which consisted of 


hundreds of mén and women, Many of 
whom carried babies, formed in. Park 
Square, one division going to the base- 
ball ground on the common where a 
meeting had been arranged, and an- 
other proceeding to Scollay Square A 
large American flag was at the head 
of the procession. 

Half a hundred men in the uniform 
of naval reservists, nationa! guardsmen, 
marines and Canadian “‘kilties,’’ who 
had watched the formation of the pa- 
rade, marched across the common in a 
couble column and intercepted the pro- 
cession at West and: Fremont streets 
and again at Winter and Tremont 
streets. In both instances the contact 
resulted in street fights. Blows were 
exchanged and flags were snatched from 
the hands of the marchers. At Scollay 
Square there was a similar scene. The 
American flag at the end of the line 
Was seized by the attacking party and 
the band, which had been playing @ The 
Marseillaise’’ with some interruptions, 
was forced to play “The Star Spangled 
Banner,"’ while: cheers were given for 
the flag.

AIRMAN SCRATCHED AND TEARS 
BREECHES IN FALL OF 300 FEET 


Lieut. Boyd of British Navy Thrown 
Clear of Machine He Is Testing 
at Mineola, L. I. 

NEW YORK, July 2.—Flight Lieut. J. 
Errol Boyd of the British naval service 
plunged down 300 feet at Mineola Sat- 
urday evening while testing an untried 
biplane of unique design. The machine 
turned end over end, but it was Lieut. 
Boyd’s good fortune that the strap 
which was holding him in his seat broke 
and he was thrown clear of the wreéck- 
age. Although he was traveling 87 miles 
an hour when the machine began to fall, 
because of a defective aileron which pre- 
vented it from keeping on an even keel, 
he escaped with a pair of scratched 
wrists, a bumped knee and a tear in his 
breeches. 

When spectators ran toward the wreck 
expecting to find a dead man, Lieut. 
Boyd picked himself up and walked to- 
ward them, smoking a cigarette. 

While on a bombing raid over Zee- 
brugge, Belgium, Lieut. Boyd was shot 
down by an anti-aircraft gun from 12,000 
feet. His broken plane landed © feet 
within the border of Holland. He was 
interned, but was permitted to come to 
America on parole. He is @ years old, 
a native of Toronto, Canana, and a dar- 
ing driver of racing automobiles.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Ardently desiring to see St. Louis the cen- 
ter of a great interurban trolley system or 
systems; and also to develop a subway 
later on, the plan of which might be con- 
trolled and directed so as to give the great- 
est benefit to St. Louis, I call attention to 
these facts. 

St. Louis at present offers less attraction 
than any city in the country for the de- 
velopment of interurban traffic, owing to 
the fact that it would Le next to impossible 
for interurban railroads to find entrance 
into the heart of the business center, either 
for the delivery of passengers or the re- 
ceiving of freight. This condition exists 
because: 

First, because there are few streets avail- 
able for the purpose, not already occupied 
by tracks of the United Railways. 

Second, because’ of the gauge of the 
Wnited Railways being different from all 
other roads which are known as the “stand- 
ard gauge.” - The cars of the interurban (or 
standard gauge) roads could not Le operated 
over the tracks of the United Railways, and 
unless their passengers can be delivered in 
the heart of the business district, unless 
freight and express can be handled both 
ways, the interurban road has not the prop- 
er inducement to enter the St. Louis field. 
It may be proposed that by laying a third 
rail alongside the track of the United Rail- 
ways this difficulty would be overcome, and 
the standard gauge roads could then be 
permitted to use them, but if this were 
attempted it would prove unsatisfactory to 
the citizens for the reason that there would 
of necessity be a greater number of cars on 
the streets, thus further congesting the 
downtown system. It would, also, prove 
unsatisfactory to the interurban roads, be- 
cause of the fact that their cars or trains 
must te operated on a time schedule in or- 
der to properly serve patrons along their 
route, as they, are compelled to compete 
with steam railroads, they must be on time, 
and reliable, which condition cannot be in- 
Sured by running over the tracks of the 
already congested United Railways. 

In order to completely change ‘the situa- 
tion, as it is at present, my suggestion 
would be to invite the interurban roads to 
build to the outskirts of the-city, there to 
locate terminals, and then induce the United 
Railways Co. to pick up their passengers 
and transfer them to any part of the city 
reached by their lines. 

The United Railways Co. might be com- 
pensated for this service by the growth of 
the city made possible by interurban travel 
—a growth that nothing develops faster 
than interurban roads. 

, As we have given the United Railways 
Co. rights to the very heart of our business 
district, it should be willing to co-operate 
for the mutual good. If the compensation 
thus suggested Le not sufficient, the further 
inducement of permitting freight to be han- 
dled by the United Railways, at night, on 
prescribed routes, from the business dis- 
trict to the point phere the interurban roads 
would locate their stations, might be made. 
For, if the city directs the points to which 
freight shall go—to that point will the in- 
terurban road naturally build, to receive 
and deliver freight and the point thus des- 
ignated will become a center for freight 


————, 


and passengers from out of town. 


* When several of these outlying stations 
dsecles sufficient business growth to jus- 
tify the building of a subway to the center 
of the city, a loop could first be built con- 
necting the outlying stations, where all 
freight and passengers could be concen- 
trated and trought underground to the 
heart of the city by a route best adapted 
to the purpose, so I judge that by giving 
the United Railways Co. the privilege of 
hauling freight to designated points, we 
Teally start and direct the plan by which a 
future subway may become a useful reality. 
The net profit allowed the United Rail- 
way Co. for handling freight and express 
should be sufficient to compensate for the 
free transfer of passengers, whom they 
would relieve the interurban roads of de- 
livering to points in the downtown section. 
This would effect a great saving to the in- 
terurban roads because they would not be 
compelled to build and maintain expensive 
downtown depots. Thereforé, the benefit 
would te mutual, and the city could look 
ahead to the development of a subway 
planned to promote the city’s growth along 
the most rational and useful lines.

TWO WAR MEASURES. 

The prohibition of slavery came as a war meas- 
ure decreed by executive proclamation. An an- 
alogy may seem‘to be supplied for the abolition 
of the liquor traffic as a war measure by an act 
of Congress. » 

The proclamation obtained its only validity 
as a step related to the conduct of a war and, 
as has often been pointed out, was an arbitrary 
act totally lacking in legal effect and required a 
further determination of the issue to make it 
So, the act of Congress in the 
form proposed would lack validity except as it may 
be reluctantly recognized by the courts as a part 
of the extraordinary dispositions made in the con- 
duct of a war and must be supplemented by fur- 
ther and less irregular enactments to give it per- 
manency. 

It is to be noted that the proclamation was a 
definite recognition of one of the prime objects 
of the war then being prosecuted, and came after 
the war had been in progress nearly two years. It 
added strength at home and abroad to the cause 
contended for. It was delayed until the need for 
it as a measure striking at the moral and material 
resources of the enemy had been clearly perceived. 
It was a logical step and a response to an impe- 
rious national demand. 

But we are now fighting to put down Prussian- 
ism, not alcoholism. The act of Congress was 
proposed at a time when it is so far from being a 
present need as to be discerned only dimly as a 
possible need of the future. It was brought forward 
at the very beginning of a war, before we have 
had any participation in the fighting, before the 
mind of the nation is prepared for it. It would 
tend to make the war more. unpopular rather than 
popular. It lends strength, not to the cause, but to 
turbulent factionalists, some of them unpatriotic 
factionalists. 

Even a year hence, at least after some months’ 
grappling with war’s stern business and after the 
need had been demonstrated, such a step might 
be received with greater equanimity. As it is, the 
action is looked upon as a piece of sharp trickery 
on the part of fanatics who seek to take an un- 
scrupulous advantage of emergency conditions to 
promote their particular fad. 

Lincoln was prepared to save the Union withou: 
slavery if he could, with it if he had to. Saving 
the world from Prussianism is only an incidental 
part of the war of 1917 in the minds of the 
“drys.”’ Its chief object is to enable them to put 
prohibition across on the country, regardless vf 
consequences. 
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It is to be hoped that Admiral von Tirpitz re- 
covers from his illness. He should live long 
enough at any rate to see Germany pay the full 
price of ruthlessness. 
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COAL MAGNATES MAKE THREATS. 

Some Illinois mine owners are already saying 
that they cannot afford to mine coal! for $2.75 a 
ton, a much larger price than they have obtained 
in the past, and that if the price is fixed at that 
figure they will shut down their mines and de- 
crease by their usual! output the expected total in 
coal supply. 

That some would threaten to suspend operations 
unless permitted to rob the public in a time of 
need is exactly what they were expected to do. No 
price will be fixed by the Government which will 
not allow a reasonable profit after meeting in- 
creased cost of mining. Mine owners able to rec- 
ognize when a harvest time has come will op- 
erate their properties at the fullest capacity while 
the officially determined price is obtainable. They 
will be able to get that much only because of the 
special circumstances of a time of war. They will 
have to accept much less as soon as the war closes. 

Very few mines will be closed. And for any 
that are closed, operation under Government aus- 
pices can easily be_arranged, furnishing a wel- 
come substitute ti operation by arrogant coal 
magnates.

CONSTANTINE’S IRON CROSS. 

From the moment Servia was attacked by the 
Teutonic league, self-interest, honor, gratitude 
united’ to present to Greece the most powerful of 
incentives to fight. 

She could withhold help only at the violation of 
a compact with her Balkan neighbor. She owed 
such support as she could give to Russia, England 
and France, who had fought for her rights as they 
were again fighting for Servia’s and had become 
the guarantors of perpetual] Grecian independence. 
She had nothing to hope for in a future disso- 
ciated from that of her nearby allies and her 
proved friends among the, protecting great Pow- 
ers. : | 
Cumulative reasons for her participation were 
created as the war went on. Turkey, her heredi- 
tary enemy, took sides with the Germans. Bul- 
garia, her arch foe, went in. Against the con- 
victions of her representative leaders and, it may 
be believed, against a preponderating public opin- 
ion, one force held a shamed and disgraced Greece 
back from steadfastness to her obligations, from 
fidelity to her traditions and sentiment, from 
fulfillment of her deStiny. That force was Con- 
stantine. 

He caused her to desert the entente and deny 
the aid promised for the Dardanelles attack. With- 
out that aid, the final increment essential to a 
closely balanced victory, the Dardanelles venture 
was a failure.. He.prevented Greece from mov- 
ing when Servia was crushed. The clock struck 
again when Rumania’s armies moved, but Greece 
stood immovable. Constantine's fire-in-the-rear 
obstruction made the Saloniki expedition a con- 
sumer of entente energies instead of a source of 
strength, a Hability, not an.asset. He had less 
direct agency in the Mesopotamia disaster. But 
if prior movements had not been treacherously 
refused their promised Greek co-operation, Turkey 
would have been powerless to cause disaster in 
Mesopotamia or anywhere else. 

To what causation since the opening weeks of 
the war can be traced so many humiliating en- 
tente disappointments as to Constantine? Who 
has been the starting point in as long a train of

promoting German prestige? Who within or 


tine to earn the iron cross, which, surely, will be | 
the least of the rewards bestowed by his imperial 
brother-in-law?

The negra. mob which fired on an automobile 
filled with police officers, killing Detective Ser- 
geant Coppedge and wounding three patrolmen, 
calls for stern measures.

Commissioner Weeke’s request for a revision of 
the ordinance governing weights and measures 
brings up the question, what is a bushel of pota- 
toes, or of other farm products bought in great 
quantities by the St. Louis consumer? 


vegetable. Or it may be such an amount of them 
as will fill a bushel measure. It is possible that 
in the fall of the year, when newly dug, a meas- 
ured bushel of potatoes will weigh 60 pounds, but 
it seldom weighs that much at later seasons after 
the moisture in the vegetable has lessened. The 
consequence is that dealers who may buy their 
potatoes by weight sell them by the measure, to 
the consumer’s loss. Purchasers of potatoes at 
90 cents a peck during the past year groaned at 
the indicated price of $3.60 a bushel. Most of 
them did not know that what they paid 90 ceats 
for was only 11 or 12 or 13 pounds, instead of 
15 pounds, and that the price was really about 
$4.50 a bushed. When false measures are ‘1sed, 
as Mr. Weeke says they are, the “peck” for which 
the purchasers’ money goes is hardly a sixth, in- 
stead of a fourth, of a bushel.

OUR ARMY IN FRANCE. 

“Not a man or an animal was lost or injured 
and there was not a serious case of sickness— 
nothing but a few unimportant cases of mumps.” 
Thus Gen. Pershing sums up the transfer of the 
American expeditionary forces to France. 

It was indeed a remarkable feat, for which the 
United States army and navy jointly deserve 
great praise. In the new test that they faced 
they proved themselves prepared and efficient. 
Thousands of regulars were quietly assembled 
at American ports in a state of readiness for 
service abroad. The regiments went abroad and 
the ships sailed. Although the Germans had ev- 
ery reason to expect their coming, not a subma- 
rine was able to deliver a blow. Everything went 
like clockwork. The transfer of American forces 
was made with celerity and secrecy, and as for its 
safety, to repeat Gen. Pershing’s words, nothing 
happened except “a few unimportant cases. of 
mumps.” 

For the first time American troops have dis- 
embarked in France to fight there under their 
country’s flag, shoulder to shoulder with their 
French comrades in arms. Many more thou- 
sands will follow. It augurs well for the United 
States army that the expedition—no inconsider- 
able force—was so sucessfully handled. 
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A movement has been started in Congress to 
keep trivial and irrelevant matter out of the 
official record, a move, which, if successful, will 
result in reducing the size of this ponderous peri- 
odical to that of a gallery theater program. 
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THE VOLUNTARY CENSORSHIP. 

Those members of Congress who have been in- 
sisting on a rigid censorship of the newspapers: 
during the war are by this time probably con- 
vinced that there are patriotism, honor and discre- 
tion in the editors of our cduntry. If they are 
not convinced there is something the matter with 
the Congressmen, for he who runs may read a 
remarkable story of loyalty in the news columns 
of the American press of the past few months. 

The voluntary censorship imposed by the news- 
papers has operated in a flawless manner. Persh- 
ing went to France and not a word of his de- 
parture or even a hint of it reached the public 
until] the news was ready for dissemination; the 
troops landed in France, to the surprise of prac- 
tically every man, woman and child in America. 
Hundreds of newspapers in the Atlantic coast 
cities probably knew of the departure or the im- 


word was printed. The same applies to the tor- 
pedo fleet in English waters today. 

The departure of American troops for Europe 
was probably the greatest news story in this coun- 
try since the sinking of the Lusitania, and only 
newspaper men and those who understood the 
news instinct can know what a wrench it must 
have been to those editors on the Eastern seaboard 
“to let the story get away from them.” ret none 
of them forgot his duty to the country. 

The only leaks on war matters reported since 
the beginning of the war have been attributed to 
officers connected with the Navy Department, 
men sworn to secrecy. The newspapers did not 
swear to observe secrecy; they knew their patri- 
otic obligations and carried them out.

] Botanical Garden (Sbaw’s Garden) 
Bulletin: 

One.of the problems confronting the 
amateur gardener in the fall will be the 
storage of vegetables for winter use. 

Three important factors should be 


age facilities—mbdisture, temperature and 
fresh air. No general rule can be for- 
mulated to apply to all classes of vege- 
tables, as different crops require vari- 
ous combinations of conditions. 

Root crops, for instance, should be 
kept quite’ moist in order to preserve 
ptheir plumpness and succulence, while 
onions, squashes and sweet potatoes 
should: be kept dry to avoid decay. With 
a few exceptions 2.5 degrees abcve freez- 
ing is the most fayorable temperature 
for safe storage. 

Air circulation is absolutely essential 
for onions, but root crops do better when 
not Yn contact with fresh air. Vegeta- 
bles which are expected to continue 
growth in storage, such as celery, leeks, 
Brussels sprouts, etc., should be planted 
in soil and the roots kept moist, while 
free circulation and low temperature are 
required. On the other hand, squashes 
demand a high temperature and dry at- 
b frrosphere. $ 

The cellar of a residence is often used 
to preserve vegetables, but as a rule, it 
‘provides unsatisfactory conditions, espe- 
cially if it contains a furnace which 
makes the air warm and dry. This dif- 
in shallow boxes of soil in the lightest 
part of the cellar and kept well wa- 
tered. The crop Will then gradually ma- 
ture for winter use. 

Celery may be stored in a number of 
ways, but the most satisfactory method 
for home use is to take up the plants 
and plant the roots in boxes of soil. By 
keeping the roots supplied with moist- 
ure, giving pienty of air at the tops, and 
a temperature of 2% degrees F., celery 
will Keep in good condition throughout 
the winter. The moisture should be 
supplied through holes bored about four 
incnes from the bottom of the box, so as 
not to wet the foliage Sphagnum moss 
or sand may be substituted for soil. 

Onions require a dry cool atmosphere. 
They snonld be thoroughly cured, dr'ed 
and all the tops cut off before storing. 
Market baskets. trays or any other re- 
ceptacie which.will permit of proper 
air circulation may be used as contain- 
ers If the bulbs begin to grow in tk:e 
spring a good crop of green onions can 
be secured by setting them outdoors in 


beds. 
a not being injured by frost, may be 
placed in a pile on the ground 
and covered with six inches of soil. The 
advantage of storing in this manner 
instead of allowing the roots to remain 
in the soil is the saving of time and in- 
ficulty may be overcome by partitioning 
off part of the space with any material 
which will keep out the heat and by 
providing «mple ventilation by means of 
windows on the sunny side of the house. 
Air circulation may be secured by run- 
ning a 3-inch tile under the floor with an 
opening into the storage cellar and 30— 
40 feet away from the house. The fresh 
air is brought under the floor and com- 
ing through is distributed over the jut- 
tom and the warm air is taken care of 
through the windows. 
if the cellar does not provide sufficient 
room or is not suitable for the storage 
of certain. vegetables, the method of 
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taken into account when providing stor- , 


burying in pits is used. A shaliow pit 
should be dug in which the vegetables are 
placed, covcred with straw and soil, an4 
later overlaid with manure to prevent 
freezing and boards to shed the rain. 
To avoid overheating it is desirable in 
some cases (cabbage) to cover lightly at 
first and Jater to add the@dressing neav- 
ier. 

Coid-framesa may also be used to ai- 
vantage in storing vegetables, providing 
the drainage is made thorough. After 
the frames are filled the sash should be 
covered with boards “and the outside 
banked with soil or manure, As the 
weather becomes severe a covering of 
straw or mats will be necessary. 

Beans should be stored in a dry place, 
regardless of the cold, as they are not 
injured by freezing. 

Cabbages may be stored in the cellar 
ay packing in boxes or barrels filled with 
soil or sand. For winter use, however, 
they will keep better in an outdoor pit. 
The pit need not be more than two feet 
deep and wide enough to accommoedate 
three or four heads placed in a row. If 
the soil is not well drained the heads 
should be laid on the surface of. the 
ground, leaving the cuter leaves and 
roots on. Im either case the heads 
should be placed with roots up in two 
layers—three in the first and two in the 
second. 

The mound should then be covered 
with a layer of straw 6—8 inches deep. 
As the weather becomes colder 6-5 
inches of sail should be added, and 
finally a coating of mantire to prevent 
freezing. At the bottom of the piie an 
opening should be left fcr removal of 
material, this being stuffed wigh straw 
when not in use. 

Cauliflower which fails to mature in 
the fall may be taken up and planted 
convenience of digging in frozen ground. 
If desired to store in the cellar the 
roots should be covered wi.h moist sand, 
leaves or soll and kept as near the 
freezing point as poegibie. 

Potatoes should be stored in a cooi, 
frostiess cellar, in long, narrow bins, di- 
vided into sections to hold aboyt two- 
thirds of a bushel. A covering of sand 
or soil is beneficial to keep moisture iii 
The tubers should be dug on a bright 
day, when the soil is dry, so that it 
will shake off readily. They should not 
be washed nor exposed to light for any 
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length of time after harvesting, as that 
will cause them to turn green. If tub- 
ers begin sprouting in the spring all the 
shoots should be rubbed off. 

The bins should be examined occa- 
sionally and ainy rotting tubers removed 
to prevent the spread of infection. Po- 
tatoes may also be stored outdoors by 
placing in a conjcal pile and covering 
with six to eight inches of straw, six 
to eight inches of soil and a layer of 
manure. A ventilator made of boards 
four inches wide should be placed at the 
apex, running down to the tubers. When 
freezing weather sets in it should be 
stuffed with fine hay. 

The root crops—beets, carrots, tur- 
nips, etc.—should be kept cool in a cel- 
lar and packed in damp soil or sand. It 
is desirable to leave on part of the 
tops for convenience in use and con- 
servation of flavor. The better means 
of storage is the pit method, similar

Squashes may be kept by piling on a 
dry floor and covering with rugs or car- 
pets, but care must be taken that they 
do not become bruised before storing. 
Sweet potatoes may be packed in lay- 
ers in dry sand, wheat chaff or char- 
coal and kept in a warm cellar. 

Tomatoes may be saved for winter 
use not only by canning, but also by 
storing. They should be picked as they 
begin to turn, leaving the stems on and 
taking care not to bruise them. The 
fruits should be packed in a barrel or 
box tn clean, dry sand, being placed 
some distance apart and kept in a dry. 
coo: cellar. Fruits which fail to ripen 
before frost may be taken indoors and 
ripened, or ripening upon vines may be

Two Investigations of Crowded 
Trolley Car’s Fall Down Em- 
bankment Under Way. 


NLAGARA FALLS, N. Y., July 2.— 
Two investigations are under way in 
the accident in the Niagara River gorge 
at the Cantilever bridge yesterday, 
when a crowded trolley car on the Great 
Gorge route was thrown from the tracks 
by a washout and plunged over a 2- 
foot embinkment into the headwaters 


‘of the whirlpool rapids. 


The railroad officials estimate 10 are 
dead, 4 missing,and probably dead, anda 
% injured. In addition, it is said that 
nine persons who escaped injury had 
been found, making a total of 47 per- 
sons accounted for. 

Violet Seastran of Jamestown, N. Y.. 
who was listed as missing last night, 
was placed on the list off dead today. 
He. mother was killed and her father 
anc two sisters were injured. Nine 
bodies have been recovered and all but 
one have been identified. The uniden- 
tified body is that of a woman. 

An investigation has been ordered by 
the District Attorney of Niagara Coun- 
ty and another was directed by wire 
from the Public Service Commission at 
Albany. A report that warhing had 
been given to the railroads that the 
roadbed was *eing washed eut at the 
point where the acciden. occurred will 
be the basis of the investigation of 
county officials, was met by an officiat

Among the dead are: Marion Lloyd

The disaster occurred just below the 
cantilever bridge and six feet below the 
point where the smooth water of the 
upper reaches of the Niagara break into 
the turbulent whirlpool rapids. The 
car had als but completed the circuit of 
the gorge, having crossed from the Ca- 
nadian side of the river on the trolley 
bridge at Lewiston. There were more 
than 50 passengers on board, it was be- 
lieved. s 

The car was one of the open style, 
the seats extending from side to side 
with steps on both sides the full length. 
All the seats were occupied, some pas- 
ercngers Were standing between them and 
there were others on the rear platform. 

The car was runnfhe at a speed of 
about 20 -niles an hour when it struck 
the weak spot in the roadbed. Less than 
half a minute elapsed from the time 
the motorman felt the first farring sway 
until the car was bottom-side up on 
the edge of the rushing rapids. 

As .it slipped down the 20-foot incline 


jrom the tracks to the edge of the river 


screaming men and women fought to es- 
cape. Somé of them freed themselves 
but were unable to obtain a footing on 
the steep bank. 

There was a mad scramble in the 
shallow water between the wrecked car 
and the river bank. From the river 
side the bodies of at least two of the 
passengers were seen to be caught if 
the swifter waters and were carried 
down to the whirlpool. 

Members of a national guard) company 
who were on guard at the cantilever 
bridge saw the accident and were first 
to the rescue. The soldiers slid down 
the bank jpto the river and worked in 
water up to their waists, getting injured 
passengers free from the wreckage and 
passing them up the bank, where an 
emergency car had been placed to carry 
them to the Niagara Falls Hospital. 

_ The supports of the roof on the for- 
ward part of the car had been crushed 
by the impact on the rocks in the river 


bottom, throwing the seats together. 
This pinioned many of the passengers 
Lelow the surface of the water and it 
was in this section of the car that most 
of the fatalities occurred, 


, Conductor Alexander Heron was in 

re forward part of the car, collecting 
the last of the fares. He was thrown 
from the running board and crushed 
to death as the car toppled ove. 

The soldiers in the rescue party were 
in the water at the side of the wrecked 
car for more than two hours with the 
water up to their waists. The injured 
were hoisted up the 2-foot embank- 
ment with ropes.

U. S. Steel and Other Standard | < 
Issues Lose 1 to 11/2 Points; 
Trading Fairly Broad.

NEW YORK, July 2.—The Eveniug 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 

‘Wall street's maturer estimate of 
the railway rate decision today was 
not so pessimistic as the hasty judg- 
ments of Saturday had been. Yet two- 
day, as on Saturday, the stock market 
did not altogether clearly reflect finan- 
cial sentiment as generally expressed. 
The sailway ehares declined, some of 
them eharply. 

“How the condition of the roads in 
the next few months will be affected hy 
the increased class rates in trunk line 
territory, or by the higher rates on coal 
and coke elsewhere, will probably be 
brought’ to light, should it be deemed 
necessary to reopen the case in Octc- 
ber. 

‘“‘\s important as any cther event of 
the day was the news that the Russia” 
offensive had been vigorously resumed, 
with indications that the Russian 
armies, for the moment at least, are 
amply supplied with munitions. But 
the stock market was almost wholly 
conductec by profegsional speculators, 
who paid little heed to outside. in- 
fluences. 

“Condition of the cotton crop on June 
25, which the Department of Agriculture 
today estimated at 70.3 per cent of a 
normal vield. did not, in itself, indicate 
a great improvement over the condition 
of the preceding month. On May 2% the 
estimate was 69% per cent, the poorest 
showing made on that date since the 
department's estimates have been pub- 
lished. 

‘Today's figure, however, was consia- 
erably above the forecasts of the cot- 
ton trade—a fact which was at once 
reflected in a sharp fall in prices. The 
present condition is nearly 11 per.cent 
below the corresponding estimate last 
year. Moreover, the estimate of %4,600.0% 
acres planted to cotton on Tune % is 
fully 1,400,990 below the area of a year 
aro. 

“On these Sgures for 
acrenge. the Agricultural 
pinced the indicated yield for this sei- 
son at 11,683,000 bales, as against an 
indication of 14,266,0 bates on the cor- 
responding date last year. From last 
xear's July 1 forecast, however, the crop

“This disaymintment of earlier fore- 
casts was due to a long continuance 
of severely adverse weather, which 
brought the crop'’s estimated condition 
at the end of September down almost 
to 56 per cent of normal. 

“A repetition of this year Of that ex- 
perience with a loss of 20 per cent in 
indicated yield between July 1 and har- 
vest time, might easily oe to vastly 
disturbirg conditions in the trade, but 
it is at least as easy to predict improve- 
ments as deterioration from this time 
on. 

“From the complete statement of 
last week's transactions of all the 
Federal reserve banks, it is possible 
to obtain a somewhat clearer view of 
what occurred in tht period of un- 
precedented financial operations. De- 
spite the excé@ptionally large trans- 
fers of funds to the Government, on 
account of the loan payment, redis- 
counts of members actually fell off 
by nearly $44,000,000, a fact largely 
accounted for by the prompt deposit- 
ing of loan payments in the member 
banks. The member banks, in turn, 
largely augumented their deposits 
with the reserve institutions, the in- 
crease in this item being more than 
$225,000,000. 

“Much of this increase was brought 
about through the operation of the 
new requirement that all stipulate? 
reserves of member banks must now 
be held in the reserve banks, rather 
than partly there and partly in the 
banks’ own vaults. A collateral re- 
sult of these siftings of funds was 
the gain of $82,000,000 gold by the re- 
serve system.

ESTIMATE ON Tht 
GUTTON GROP IS 
11,633,000 BALES 


Government Figures Compare 
With 11,449,930 Last Year; 
Condition Is 70.3. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—A cotton crop 
of 11,633,006 equivalent 300-pound bales 
this year was forecast today by the 
Department of Agriculture, In estimat- 
ing that production the Rureau of Crop 
Estimates based its calculations on the 
condition of the growing crop on June 
2b, and the preliminary estimate of this 
year’s acreage, which was announced 
today for the first time. Last year’s 
crop was 11,449,930 bales, in 1915 it was 
11,191,820, in 1914 the crop amounted to 
16,134,930 bales—was the largest ever 
Krown—and in 1913 it was 14,156,486 bales. 

In its preli:ninary estimate of the area 
of cotton in cultivation on June 3% this 
year, the bureau places the figure at %4,- 
600,000 acres. That compares. with %,- 
(52,00) acres, the revised estimate of 
acreage in cultivation a year ago, and 
with 31,412,909 acres harvested in 1915, 
35,832,000 acres in 1914—the vear of rec-" 
erd productivun—and 37.080.000 acres in 
1913, the vear of record acreage. 

The condition of the crowing crop on 
June 25 was 70.2 per cent of a normal, 
as compared ‘with 69.5 on May 2 this 
year, 81.1 on June 2 last year and 80.4, 
the average condition for the last 16 
sears on June 25. 


Since the May % report of the De- 


partment of Agriculture. placing the 
condition of the cropo at 69.6 per cent of 
a normal Was made, conditions have 
not been generally favorable. Toward 
the time of making the June 3% canvass 
cool weather was retarding growth in 
most central and eastern sections of t!.e 
cotton belt. and the crop was further 
unfavorably affected by drouth in Cen- 
tral and Western Oklahoma, and in Lou- 
isiana, except in the sontheastern por- 
tion. In Texas drouth also prevaliled te 
some extent, but the crop was standing 
that condition well and was making 
some growth. The drouth in Louisiana 
was reported as serious. The crop was 
in good shape in Tennessee and fairly 

ckood progress was being made tin North: 
Carolina. where warmer weather wes 
needed. In Georgia and Mississippi the 
crop was reported as small and in fair 
condition only in Alabama and South- 
western Arkansas. Florida’s crop is 
mostly promising. Some sections re- 
ported boll weevil, although in Texas 
there has been but little insect. damage 
this season. 

In calculating its forecast of total pro- 
duction the Bureau of Crop ‘Estimates 
based the yield on the cendition of the 
crop on June 25, and the preliminary 
estimate of acreage, allowing for aban- 
donment of 1 per cent from the planted 
area. The final production, however, 
probably will be larger or smaller thou 
estimated, according as conditions from 
now until time of picking are better or
